This out­ 
pouring of the Holy Spirit will take 
place in the times of regeneration, 
when the Bride—the Church—will be 
seated with Christ in His throne, and 
ruling over the nations of the earth 
for the purpose of lifting up and bless­ 
ing all tile willing and obedient of that 
time. The Apostle Peter speaks of the 
two outpourings of the holy spirit.

There may be some 
medicinal qualities in tobacco which 
used In the proper way’ would result 
beneficially to the user, but the habit­ 
ual use of tobacco in any form, is ac­ 
knowledged by all medical authorities 
and physical Guitarists, to be harmful. 
To the man of the world making no 
professions of Christianity, there would 
be no sin in smoking or chewing; but 
to tile consecrated Christian who has 
covenanted to walk in the footsteps of 
Christ—to live the Christ life—we do 
not think that it would be proper for 
such to use tobacco. 
However, this is 
a matter for each to decide for himself: 
we should not judge one another on 
this point. 
If one could imagine that 
by smoking aud chewing they would 
thus be honoring the Lord as one ct 
His followers, then, by all means, they 
should cultivate tin use of the weed 
If one bas any “doubts” about the mat­ 
ter, it would be far safer to err on the 
side of self denial. 
Any way, we be­ 
lieve that no one could reasonably pic­ 
ture to himself, the Lord Jesus as 
either smoking or chewing. 
Such a 
conception would have the effect of 
lowering one’s respect and honor for 
the Lord. 
Are Christians, who use to­ 
bacco, sure as to whether or not their 
conduct may have the same effect upon 
♦he minds of their friends and associ­ 
ates? 
Each should strive to answer 
ruis question for himself aud not for 
*uy one else.

personal God. and in rewards and 
punishments from Him upon the just 
and upon the unjust.

The proposed commission would be 
compelled to fix limits on decollette 
dresses, so that “not more than two 
inches of neck below the chin shall 
be uncovered.” 
Another clause of the measure pro­ 
vides 
“that 
transparent 
stocking 
shall not be displayed or w'orn in 
public places.” 
Another provision states “it shall 
be unlawful to display or w*ear any 
outer garment trimmed or combined 
with lace, insertion or any kind of 
embroidery mesh 
or 
net 
through 
winch the color or texture 
of 
the 
skin may be distinguished without 
having the lace or other transparent 
material backed with opaque mate­ 
rial.” 
Members of the proposed commis­ 
sion would have to be between 30 and 
50 years of age.
